_  SENGERS MEET DEATH. 


Boon After the Accident, Which Hap- 
pened Near Norton, the Cars Took 
Fire and Some of the Vic- 
tims Were Burned in 
the Wreckage. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 10.—One of the 
worst wrecks in several years on the Chi- 
cago & Alton Railroad occurred shortly 
after 6 o'clock this morning near Norton, 
Mo., 100 miles east of Kansas City, when 
passenger train No. 7, west-bound, from 
Chicago, collided head-on with the second 
Section of freight train No. 88, going east. 

Eight persons were killed and about 25 
ihjured. 

In a fire that started from the demolished 
@ngines the dining car and one chair car 
Were partially burned. It 4s feared that 
ther victims are in the wreck. The cas-

General Alarm 

Was Turned In. 

The fire was discovered at 6:20 o’clock 
Wednesday morning. When the first en- 
gines arrived the loss of the entire block 
of transit company buildings seemed imm!- 


nent. inal 

Second and third alarms, and finally @ 
general alarm followed the first. 

One engine was placed at work on the 
deep cistern east of the burning build‘ng, 
which ts supplied from ur wells. O’'hers 
fovrr4d it neccesarv to adont the relay vp'an. 

Firemen climbed to the roofs of the two 
buildings most nearly adioining the burn- 
ing coalhouse, This position could not be 
maintained in the face of the flerce heat 
and the firemen retreated to the ground. 

As the woodwork within was consumed 
and the surface of the coal g!owed with the 
fiames. the corrugated iron of the side walls 
dropped in red-hot strips to the ground, 
and the high banks of coal lay exposed to 
—_ streams of water pumped by 18 en- 
gines. 

At the first alarm the cars had been run 
out of the long carshed adjoining the burn- 
ing structure. 

Meanwhile the firemen in the southern 
“- er house had been driven from their 
posts by smoke and heat so intense that 
not even men trained to endure the heat 
of giant furnaces could endure it. Waiting 
only to cover the fires so as to prevent 
the possibility of an explosion of the boll 
ers. the men sought safety. 

The abandonment of the southern boll- 
ers, which supply the s‘eam by which 
four of the elght dynamos are run, crip- 
pled the motive power of the lines sup- 
pl'ed from this roint. 

By the efforts of the firemen the fire was 
kept from all the adjcining bulldings. 

In the descent from the roofs which the 
firemen tried to occupy as points of van- 
tage. the only accident of the morn'ng 
occurred. Fireman Dick Sullivan of engine 
company No. 21 fell frcm a ladder upon 
a truck, sustaining cuts and bruises. He 
was sent home. 

The shed will be rebuilt within a few 
weeks.

FREE SEATS THE RULE 


NEW YORK PARE BOARD’S EX- 
PERIMENT A FAILURE. 


PEOPLE ROSE AGAINST IT 


President Clausen Has Decided After 
the Riots to Buy the Chairs for 
Free and Unlimited Use. 


NEW YORK, July 10.--President George 
©. Clausen of the park. board early this 
morning issued the following statement, an- 
nouncing ‘that he would revoke the Bpate 
pay chair permit: 

“When I granted the privilege of renting 
chairs, it was with the distinct understand- 
ing tha® the matter was entirely exper!- 
mental and might be discontinued at any 
time. When ‘the privilexe was granted I 
was firmly of the opinign, as I am now, 
that the system would be for the public 
good, especially for the benefit of women 
and chikiren whose meas would not per- 
mit them to ieave the city during the sum- 
mer, but who were anxious to use the ben- 
efits of the public parks. 

“The park department is in receipt of 
hundreds of letters from ladies and gentle- 
men, commending it for inaugurating the 


system of paid chairs, but the great public 
of New York,- so far as may be picked 
from the majority of the great organs of 
public opinion, seems to condemn the in- 
novation, and much as I believed in it and 
atill believe in it, 1 hold it to be the first 
duty of a public servant to bow to the 
public will. 

“Further than this, it Ie obvious that such 
riotous scenes aa have been witnessed re- 
cently in Madison Square Park, no mat- 
ter how produced, must be stopped at any 


cost, 

this view without! referring, as I 
might. to the tnfluential movement which 
has been maliciously and covertly directed 
against a fair trial of the plan of pay: 
chairs, it enly remains fof me to revoke the 
privilege of renting chairs in the park«

In brief, the Fair Will celebrate the resources and history 
of the louisiana. territory, of the recently acquired posses- 
sions of the United States, of Cuba and of the United States 
themselves. And it is so projected as to ensure the partici- 
pation cf every peuple on earth In an international exhibition 
of the greatest magnitude. 

Arts 2nd industries, the processes of manufacture, the raw 
materia} of land, sea and sky, the wild life of nature, and al) 
the weaith of the vegetable kingdom will be brought together 
—and, us the central interest, man himself in a comprehen- 
sive anthropologica] exhibit—these will be included in the 
scope of the Fair. 

The seheme is ful] of promise, and there is abundant evi- 
dence that there is energy to realize it. 

Tuesday's work initiates the great work. The appropria- 
tion of $5,000,000 for building places the enterprise in such 
shape that the government at Washington can send out the 
official notices to foreign nations, and insures the opening of 
the Exposition promptly in 1903.

The basin is 250x600 feet, and is 16 feet 
deep. It is used only for stofage and emer- 
gency purposes, and President Phillips be- 
lieves it could be diverted ffom its present 
use without crippling the water depart- 
ment.

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., July 16.—At 
the trial of Ellis Glenn, ddtused of forgery 
while masquerading aS a man, the court 
is packed today. 
Cc. M. Mayhew, a farmer, testified that he 
knew the defendant as a nan, a barber 


and an employe in a meat shop in Wil- 
liamstown, Glenn always dressed in men's 
clothing. “The prisoner at the bar,’ said 
Mayhew, ‘resembles the Bert Glenn i knew, 
especially from her lips up.

The contest was in the 
committee on resolutions and on both na- 
tional and state issues. 

The Johnson men won on their favorite 
views on state matters and the others on 
national issues. 


There is no reaffirmation of the Kansas 
City or ahy other platform. here is no 
mention of previous platforms or of Bryan, 

he subcommittee of seven that drafted 
the platform stood four to three in favor 
of thé conservatives, but the full commit- 
tee rejected both the majority and thé mi- 
hority reports and then picked out such 
parts of each as were voted on section by 
section.

THE PLATFORM. 


COLUMBUS, O., July 10.~The important 
Planks in the platform presented to the 
committee are: 

No franchise, extension or renewal there- 
of ever to be granted by any city or village 
without first submitting the same to a vote 
of the people. 

The acceptance of free passes or other 
favors from railroads by public officers or 
employes shail be made adequate ground 
for vacating the offices held by them. 

The abolition of the so-called protective 
system and the substitution In its place of 
the traditional Democratie policy of a tar- 
iff for revenue so leviéd as not to burden 
one industry for the benefit of another. 

The enactment and rigorous enforcement 
of measures which shall prevent all mo- 
nopolies and combinations in restraint of 
trade and commerce. AS & means to that 
end all trust products shvuld be placed on 
the free list. 

The maintenance of the Monroe doctrine 
as heretofore interpreted and asserted by 
the nationa) government. 

A constitutional amendment requiring 
the election of United States senators by 
the direct vote of the people. 

No question of the right of labor to com- 
bine for the assertion of ite rights and the 
protection of its interests. 

The powers granted the fedéral govern- 
ment were not meant to be used to conquer 
or hold in subjection the people of other 
countries. 

The Democratic party has néver favored 
and now opposes any extension of the na- 
tional boundaries not meant to carry 
speedily to all inhabitante full, equal rights 
with ourselves. If these are unfitted by lo- 
eation, race or character to be formed into 
self-governing territory and then Incorpor- 
ated into the union of states iff accordance 
with the historic policy of the republic they 
should be permitted to work out their own 
destiny. 

James Kilbourne was nominated for gov- 
ernor by acclamation.

Prof. Atkinson, who is at the of 
the educational work in the Philippines, 
has made most of the appointments di- 
rectly, but in dcing so he has sent through 
the insular bureau invitations to the lead- 
ing colleges, universities and norma!

It con- 
tuins a 3000-word history of the United 
States, the Constitution and Declaration 
of Independence and a map of the coun- 
try. The pages are printed alternately in 
Spanish and Englisch.

Escaping from Bermuda last Friday 
night, he reashed New York yesterday 
morning on the British steamer Trinidad. 
He was turned over to the immigrant bu- 
reau at Ellis Island,:and today the United 
States Court will pass upen his case. 

Judge Penfield, solicitor for the state 
department in Washington, refused to com- 


ment on the case last night, but from 
another official source the opinion was 
given that if the prisoner had-arrived in 
American waters on an American ship he 
could not be returned to the British au- 
-horities, but having arrived on a British 
ship it was a question while that ship is 
‘n Americun waters whethe he was within 
inglish or American jurisdiction. 

The British consul here, Sir Percy Sander- 
son, said yesterday that although he had 
not been officially informed of Du Plooy’s 
escape, he was aware that the governor of 
Bermuda was anxiots to have the prisoner 
returned to Bermuds. 

He also said that ihe fact that Du Plooy 

was on Ellis Island did nut take him out of 
he jurisdiction of the British. The board 
rf special inquiry, however, apparently con- 
siders Du Plooy only a stowaway.

"BRUTALLY QUARANTINED. 


Ecuadorians Confined 53 Passengers in 
Space of Fifteen. 

NEW YORK, July 10.—Letters received 
here by relatives of Benjamin Heyman, 
now trave.ing in South America, give an 
account of severely disagreeable quarantine 
conditions to which the passengers on ihe 
steamship Yamari were subjected for WW 
days off Guayaquil, Ecuador. During that 
time. the letters state, Perry M. de Leun, 
United states consul-generai, and the repre- 
sentatives of other nations at Guayayull 
were seeming:y unable to do anything (for 
the relief ut ihe passengers aboard. 

One of the Italian steerage passengers 
died and was buried at sea on May w. the 
ship’s surgeon declared that the disease 
was not contagious. Capt. Roberts did not 
fly a yellow flag, but when the quarantine 
officer boarded the vessel at Puna he or- 
dered her detained on suspicion. 

Mr. Heyman says that Mr. de Leon, 20 
neerves and some other passengers engaged 
in railroad building were allowed to land 
on May 24, but, another steerage passenger 
having been taken i], the others were still 
detamed. Soldiers were statifned on shore 
to see that none of the passéngers landed. 
Protests were addressed to the American, 
German agd British consuls and relief was 
promised, for the passengers insisted there 
was and had been no contagious disease 
aboard. After this they were taken off on 
the small river steamer Quito and further 
detained while the Yamari proceeded to

Fifty-three persons were crowded into a 
boat bullt to accommodate about 15 under 
conditions which Mr. Heyman says were 
indescribably filthy. There was no bed 
clothing, no sanitary arrangements and 
only hard tack, coffee and goat stew for 
food. When the passengers finally landed 
all of them were weak from privations and 
many of them were Ill.

It ig stated that the Chinese soldiers have 
combined with bandits to plunder the peo- 
ple and resist the Russians. It appears 
that mo control is exercised over the 
Chinege soldiery there. 

The Protestant missionaries here have 
received a letter from Chou Fu, special 
commissioner on the missionary question, 
in which he accuses Chinese converts of 
seeking revenge by violence and of plu:- 
dering and extortion. He concludes by 
asking the missionaries to assist in the 
restoration of order. His request will be 
granted.
